Dewey Demanded That Spanish 
Commander Surrender 


WAS ASKED FOR MORE TIME 


In Order To Get Women and Children 
to a Safe Place, 


THIS WAS READILY GRANTED BY DEWEY 


After Waiting a Week, Dewey Opened 
Fire on Cavite Fort and Merritt, 
with Infantry, Charged Span- 
iards in Trenches and 
Routed Them. 


Hong Kong, August 17.—The American 
collier Zafiro, from Manila, which arrived 
here yesterday, is anchored in Junk bay. 
She left Manila on the l4th. A typhoon is 
raging, and it is impossible to land the 
mails with further details of the battle of 
Manila. 

It is learned, however, from an American 
naval officer that when Admiral Dewey, on 
August 6th, demanded the surrender of 
Manila within forty-eight hours, the Span- 
ish commander replied that the insurgents 
being outside the walls, he had no safe 
place for the women and children who were 
in the city, and asked for twenty-four hours’ 
delay. This Admiral Dewey granted. 

At the expiration of the specified time, 
Admiral Dewey and General Merritt con- 
sulted and decided to postpone the attack. 

On August 13th the American squadron 
formed in line off Manila. The Olympia 
fired the first shot at the'Malate fort. The 
shots of the Americans fell short, and some 
time was occupied in finding the range. 
Then the Callao, oneof the gunboats cap- 
tured by Admiral Dewey from the Span- 


fards, got under the fort and sent in a hot 


fire. Great destruction was done with the 


Tapid-fire guns, The fort failed to reply, 


but fired on the American troops that were 
storming the @panish trenches. The large 
American ships were ordered to cease 
firing after an hour’s work, owing to the 
failure of the fort to respond. 


Fierce Fighting in Ditches. 
The fighting in the trenches was most 


fierce. Fifteen minutes after the Spaniards 
were driven to the second line of defense, 
they were forced to retreat to the walled 


city, where, seeing the uselessness of re- 


sistance, they surrendered, and soon after- 
wards a flag of truce was hoisted over 
Manila. 

The Belgian consul at Manila, M. Andre, 
boarded the Olympia and returned with an 
American lieutenant to the Spanish mili- 
tary governor, who agreed to surrender. 
General Merritt proceeded to the palace at 
3:30 o'clock, and there found the Spaniards 
formed in line. The troops surrendered 
their arms, but the officers were permitted 
to retain their swords. 

Losses on American Siée. 

The American loss is reported to be six 
or eight killed and forty wounded. The 
Spanish loss was considerable, but the ex- 
ect numbers are not obtainable. The 
trenches were filled with badly wounded 
Spaniards. 

Manila is now under martial 
General Merritt as military governor. 

The California Red Cross Society rendered 
Valuable aid to the sick and ounded. 

Perfect order prevailed in Manila on the 
evening of August 13th. As the Americans 
marched in, guards were placed around the 
houses of all foreigners, in order to prevent 
their being looted. ' 

, The insurgents were not allowed to take 
Dart in the attack upon the city, but were 
kept in the rear of the Americans. In order 
to prevent bloodshed, they were forbidden 
to enter the city after the surrender, un- 
less they were unarmed. 

Before the surrender the Spaniards burn- 
ed the transport Cebua in the Pasig river. 
It is Supposed that Admiral Dewey was un- 
aware of the departure of Governor General 
Augusti. 

The Zafiro's officers first ‘heard the news 
of the governor general’s flight on their 
@rrival here. General Augusti’s escape is 
Considered to have been pre-arranged, as 
he brought with him his family and suite.

At first it was not intended to attack the 
trenches, but quietly to advance after the 
bombardment had ceased. 

“At the last moment, however, the pro- 
gramme was changed and orders were is- 
sued for the land battery to open fire simul- 
taneously with the fleet and for an advance 
to be made as soon as it was considered 
practicable to assault the Spanish trenches. 
The reason for this change of plan is not 
yet apparent, but considerable less of life 
resulted. 

General Anderson placed his division, ac- 
cording to directions from Genera! Merritt. 
There were eight battalions of the First 
brigade under General McArthur in the 
figiht from the line on the right, three bat- 
while seven battalions

talions in reserve, 
of the Second brigade, under 
Greene, were in the trenches across the 
Calle road to the seashore. Three others 
formed a reserve. The troops left the camp 
at 6:3 o'clock in a heavy thunderstorm. 
They carried 300 rounds of ammunition per 
man and two days’ cooked rations. 

Shortly after 8:45 o'clock the fleet got 
under way with flags mast headed. At 9 
o’clock the Olympia led the way, attended 
by the Raleigh and the Petrel. While the 
Callao, under Lieutenant Tappan, and the 
launch Barecolo’ crept close in shore in the 
heavy breakers. 

“Perfect quiet prevailed in the lines on 
both sides as the great ships, cleared for 


action, silently advanced, sometimes hidden | 


by rain squalls. The Monterey, with the 
Baltimore, Charleston and Boston, formed 
the reserve. 

At 9:35 o'clock a sudden cloud of smoke, 
green and white, against the stormy sky, 
completely hid the Olympia; a shell 
screamed across two miles of turbulent 
water and burst near the Spanish forts at 
Malita San Antonio de Abddad. Then the 
Petrel and Raleigh and the active little 
Callao opened a rapid fire directed toward 
the shore-end of the intrenchments. In 
the heavy rain it was difficult to judge the 
range, and the shots at first fell short, but 
the fire soon became accurate, and the 
shells rendered thet fort untenable. While 
the four guns of the Utah battery made 
excellent practice on the earthworks and 
swamp to the east of the fort. The Span- 
jards replied feebly with a few shots. 

‘‘Less than half an hour after the bom- 
bardment began General Greene decided 
that it was possible to advance, although 
the signals to cease firing was disgegarded 
by the fleet, being probably invisible on 
account of the rain. ‘Thereupon, six com- 
panies the Colorado regiment 
over their breastworks, dashed into 
swamp and opened volley firing from the 
part shelter of low hedges within three 
hundred yards of the Spanish lines. A 
few moments later the remaining six com- 
panies moved along the seashore, some- 
what covered by a sand ridge formed by 
under the outworks of the fort, 
and at 11 o’clock occupied this formidable 
stronghold without loss. McCoy hauled 
down the Spanish flag, and raised the stars 
and stripes amid wild cheers along the 
line. 

‘‘Meanwhile the fleet observing the move- 
ment of the troops along the beach, with- 
drew its fire. The tombardment had lasted 
exactly an hour and a half. An hour later 
General Green and his staff proceeded along 
the beach, stil] under a hot infantry fire 
from the right, where the Eighteenth regi- 
ment of regulars and the Third regular ar- 
tillery were engaging the enemy, «nd di- 
rected the movement for an advance into 
Malate. The vicinity of the fort was un-

After a conference at the white house, 
in which Secretary Alger and Acting Secre- 
tary Allen participated, instructions were 
sent to the two American commanders. 
The text of the request for instructions 
and the answer was not made public, but 
Secretary Alger summed up the instruc- 
tions substantially as follows: 


‘“‘The instructions are to enforce tw 


| and order, and to treat all law-abiding

citizens alike.”’ 

The instructions are practically the same 
as those sent last night to General Lawton. 
The latter order specifically stated that the 
insurgents must recognize the military oc- 
cupation and authority of the United 
States and the cessation of hostilities pro- 
claimed by this government. Doubtless 
the same rule is being applied to the in- 
surgents under Aguinaldo, although it was 
not officially stated that such specific or- 
ders were made. 

It is said the joint dispatch from Dewey 
and Merritt did not, in terms, refer to 
Aguinaldo, nor did the instructions men- 
tion the insurgent leader by name. 


Want Instructions as to Aguinaldo. 
It is well undestood, however, that the 


desire of the American commanders was 
to have instructions on the manner of deal- 
ing with the large and menacing forces of 
insurgents, under Aguinaldo, who have sur- 
rounded Manila for many weeks and, who, 


it is thought, will demand the right to oc- 


cupy the city with the American forces, ‘as 


the Cuban ineurgents did at Santiago, It 
had been thought, in some quarters here, 
that the showing heretofore made by the 


insurgents would lead to their demanding 
a certain sort of recognition between the 
United States and the forces of the insur- 
gents, when the city was occupied. But 
the instructions sent tonight are based on 
occupation by the United.States alone and 
as a high administration official summed 
up the situation: 


‘There shall be no joint action ex- 
cept between Merritt and Dewey. ‘:hey: 
will maintain law and order and will 
treat insurgents and Spaniar‘s alike, 
requiring all to observe peace and 


order.”’

at Santiago, came over from New York in 
response to the orders of the secretary of 
war, and after a conference with the pres- 
ident and the secretary went back tonight 
to take ccmmand at Montauk Point.

“Secretary of the Navy, Washington: 
Manila surrendered today to the American 
land and naval forces after a combined at- 
tack. A division of the squadron shelled 
the forts and intrenchments at Malate, on 
the south side of the city, driving back the 
enemy, our army advancing from that side 
at thesame time. City surrendered about 
5 o'clock, the American flag being hoisted 
by Lieutenant Brumby. About 7,000 prison- 
ers were taken. The equadron had no cas- 
ualties; none of the vessels were injured. 

“On August 7th General Merritt and I 
formally demanded the surrender of the 
city, which the Spanish governor general 
refused. DEW BY.” 

Thomas M. Brumby, flac lHevtenant to 
Admiral Dewey, is a Southerner, having 
been appointed to the Nava] academy from 
Georgia. His present rank, dating from 
August 24, 1892, is that of lieutenant, senior 
grade, his number of the list being 
135. 

Casualties at Manila’s Fall.

He said there was a class of men in 
Cuba who had never be#n friendly to the 
Cubans, but on the contrary had been 
favorable to Spain, who likely wou!d do 
all they could to keep up this misunder- 
Standing, though he did not apprehend any 
dangerous results. 

General Wheeler suggests the charges 
against the insurgents of taking articles 
in the field had extenuating circumstances, 
especially in view of the starving condition 
oO any of them. General Wheeler be- 
lieved the Cubans in time when freed from 
oppression ang given a stable ahd humane 
government would: become law-abiding and 
useful people, The president is very solici- 
tious about the health of the Montauk 
foint camp and gave explicit instructions 
verbally to Genera] Wheeler as to the con- 
duct of the camp. He wanted everything 
possible and reasonable done for the in- 
terests of the men at the camp. 

Wheeler for the Senate. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 17.—(Special.)— 
It is almost a certainty that the friends of 
Major Genera] Joseph Wheeler will enter 
him in the next senatorial race in Alabama. 
General Morgan’s term will expire two 
years from this time, and there is an im- 
pression in the state, whether well-founded 
or not, that the distinguished senator will 
not stand for re-election, Should ‘he sur- 
vive to the end of his term and desire a 
re-election, it would likely be accorded him, 
no matter who his opponents might be. 
In the event that he should retire, how- 
ever, there will be a spirited contest for 
the place. It has for some time been well! 
understood in political circles that GovV- 
ernor Johnston, Congressman Bankhead 
and former Governor Oates aspired to suc- 
ceed Senator Morgan, and of “lata, the con- 
Viction hag been growing that Wheeler will 
be in the race. Nobody has yet appeared 
who has claimed authority to announce the 
general's candidacy. In fact, until the past 
few weeks, the attention of all of the gen- 
eral’s backers has been directed to secur-

Alabama district. Now that both of his 
Opponents in the eighth have retired from 
the race and have left an open field for 
him. it is believed that he will listen to the 
advice of his friends when he returns to 
Alabama next week, and wil] announce 
his purpose to make the race. 

General Wheeler has twice been a can- 
didate for the United States senate, having 
been in the race when Morgan was first 
nominated, and having again aspired when 
Pugh won his first nomination.

MARCHED LIKE OLD TROOPS 


Movements of the Boys Witnessed by 
Thirty Thousand Spectators, 


DISTINGUISHED MEN WERE PRESENT 


Experienced Military Men Pronounced 
the Review as a Marvel, Showmng 
to What Perfection American 
Troops Can Be Brought 
in Short Time. 


Chickamauga-Chattanooga National Mil- 
itary Park, Ga., August 17.—Rarely in the 
history of a great nation whose tenden- 
cles are toward peace, and not war, is 
there an opportunity for such 4 display 
of military splendor as that witnessed at 
Camp Thomas today. 

The occasion was that of the review of 
General Breckinridge’s entire command, 
including cavalry, artillery and infantry, 
together with the ambulance companies of 
the respective divisions and the signal 
corps. Fully 44,000 soldiers passed the re- 
viewing stand between 9:45 a. ™., the start- 
ing hour, and noon. The day was an ideal 
one for so great an event. There was 4 
clear sky, but a»refreshing breeze tem- 
pered the heat, which otherwise might 
have caused some of the men to be over- 
come and drop out. 

The throng of spectators, various esti- 
mated at from 30,000 to 60,000, that lined 
the crest of Snodgrass hill from one end 
to the other of the far-reaching Dyer 
field, found itg position early in the morn- 
ing and waited, anticipating the pageantry 


that was approaching. 

The wonder of all minds that had given 
the matter any thought from a military 
standpoint was that such @ well trained 
and disciplined army could have been made 


from raw men within three months’ time~

each regiment keeping its assigned place 
in the division. 

The First corps, in marching from camp, 
kept well to the north. The Third corps 
moved north on the LaFayette road and 
thence west to the place of formation. All 
of the commands formed in line of regi- 
ments, in column of masses. The first for- 
mation of the infantry was to the west of 
the LaFayette road, the right resting on 
the Mullins road. Brigadier General 
Frank’s division, the First of the Third 
corps, formed to the south of the Mullins 
road, after which General Frank assumed 
command of the army for the review. ‘The 
Second division, Third corps, commanded 
by Brigadier General Compton, formed on 
the left of General Frank’s division. The 
Third division, First corps, commanded Dy, 
Brigadier General Sanger, formed on thé 
left of the Third corps. The Second di- 
vision, First corps, commanded by General 
McKee, formed on the left of General 
Sanger’s division. To the left of this di- 
vision was the signal corps, 

In the formation on the field, the in- 
fantry regiments, massed as they were, 
faced Snodgrass hill and the reviewing 
stand and by this maneuver most of the 
infantry had the opportunity of seeing a 
portion of the column pass In review. - 

On the reviewing stand with General 
Breckinridge were his brother, Generai W. 
Cc. P. Breckinridge, of Kentucky; Governor 
Atkinson, of Georgia; Major Wester, mitii- 
tary representative of Sweden, and Cap- 
tain Abiguard, representing the Norweg:an 
government, 

Order of Review. 

The procession began at 9:45 a. m., im- 
mediately following the firing of a field 
piece. As the right of the line was moved 
away the center and left moved to the 
east to take position for the march. The 
procession was led by the cavalry in a 
walk, Colonel Melvin Grigsby, command- 
ing the cavalry brigade, and his staff being 
first to pass the stand. After passing the 
reviewing officers, Colonel Grigsby anda 
staff turned out of the column to the right, 
Colonel Grigsby taking a position on the 
right of the reviewing officers, while his 
staff occupied a position in the rear of 
General Breckinridge’s’ staff. As the dif- 
ferent organizations passed by the divisior., 
brigade and regimental commanders and 
their respective staffs took a similar posi- 
tion by the reviewing stand, each com- 
mander again joining his command as it 
passed the reviewing officer. Following the 
cavalry came the artillery brigade, com- 
manded by Major Atwell; then then in- 
fantry in the order of its formation. The 
cavalry passed by troops and the artillery 
by batteries. The infantry passed in col- 
umn of companies in mass, with arms at 
the port, and taking the double-quick time 
when well past the reviewing officer. In 
order to shorten as much as possible the 
time required for the army to pass in 
review. the companies not only passed in 
mass, but were separated from one 4nf- 
other by a distaywve of only eight paces, 
while the distance between regiments was 
reduced to one-third the ordinary distance. 
Each regiment marched to carp upon 
leaving the field except the cavalry and ar- 
tillery, which circled around and concluded 
the review by passing the reviewing stand 
the second time. The following organiza-

The campaign has been red-hot for five 
weeks, and the registration was the largest 
in years, more than 3,400 voters qualifying 
for the election. 

Though rain poured all day, scores of 
ladies staid. near the polls and encouraged 
the voters for the prohibition side. Many 
whisky houses had agents here, and noth- 
ing was left undone to carry the day for 
whisky. Eight country precincts gave a 
Plurality for prohibition, and at the city 
precincts the race was very close in a 
vote of 1,200. 

There is no likelihood of a contest, 
the whisky men concede defeat. The white 
vote of the county was overwhelmingly for 
prohibition, while many negroes likewise 
voted the dry ticket. The victory Was an- 
nourfced by the ringing of church bells to- 
night, though the city is quiet and there 
is no excitement whatever.

The Eagle and Phenix Expense Account 
Under Review. 


MASTER PEABODY’S REPORT 


Bondholders of the Old Company Do 
Not Like It. 


AN APPEAL TO A HIGHER COURT 


That Is One of the Probabilities Ahead 
Before a Final Settlement of Af- 
fairs Will Be Reached. 


Columbus, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
There is a possibility that some features 
of the report of Special Master Peabody 
in the fee feature of the Eagle and Phenix 
case may be excepted to by the committee 
representing the interests of the bondhold- 
ers of the old compamy. No public state- 
ment has been made to that effect, but the 
intimation was given today from a perfect- 
ly responsible source that this might be 
done. It was stated that many of those in- 
terested favored appealing certain features 
to Judge Newman, and then, if his honor 
Sustained the rulings made, to carry them 
up to a still higher court. A prominent 
bondholder, and a member of the commit- 
tee, stated to The Constitution correspond- 
ent this morning that he favored taking 
such steps. and that other bondholders had 
expressed themselves to the same effect.

The Constitution’s Fight. 

Columbus people have read with much 
interest the recent editorials in The Con- 
stitution regarding the evil effecta cf high 
fees.

BANKING COMMISSION MERTS 


Gecrgia Banking Laws Were Fully 
Discusséd Yesterday. 


COMMISSION TO DRAFT BILL 


Will Reassemble September 7th and 
Then Put in Shape the Proposed 
Amendments to Banking Laws. 


“a banking commission which was 
. y appointed by Governor Atkinson. 
through the authority given him by an act 
of the last legislature introduced by Mr. 
Calvin, of Richmond, met at the etate ‘capi- 
tol yesterday and was in session for three 
hours. 

The object of the bill which authorizes 
the commission is to obtain such amend- 
ments to the banking laws of Georgia as 
will afford depositors and shareholders the 
fullest protection, and at the same time 
encourage the Lusiness of banking. ‘The 
resolution provided that two of the com- 
mission should be chosen from the house, 
one from Me senate and two from the 
Btate at large, the latter being men skilled 
in the banking business. 

Governor Atkinson appointed as the bank- 
ing commission Hon. Martin 9. Calvin, of 
Richmond, frum the house: Hon. Thomas 
Swift, of Elbert, from the house; Hon. 
Thomas B. Stewart, of Henry, from the 
senate; Mr. W. S. Witham and. Captain 
T. B. Neal, of Fulton, from the state at 
large. There were present at the meeting 
yesterday Messrs. Calvin, Stewart, Swift 
and Witham. 

Immediately after the meeting was called 
to order by Mr. Calvin, a motion by Mr. 
Swift to make Mr. Calvin chairman, was 
unanimously adopted. The committee be- 
gan at once on the hard work in hand, and 
remained in session three hours. There 
was a free interchange of views as to the 
changes necessary to be made in existing 
laws and note wae made of the new fea- 
tures desired to be incorporated in a bill 
which will probably accompany the com- 
mission's report, through the governor, to 
the legislature. 

B®he work done by the commission yes- 
terday was a character to make easy 
the detailed work of future sessions of the 
body. No radical changes are contem- 
plated, but the laws, revised and consoli- 
dated, will doubtless prove to be protec- 
tive to shareholders, depositors and cred- 
itors, alike conservative in spirit and up 
to date in every respect. 

Note was made of the views elicited dur- 
ing the meeting yesterday, and a copy will 
be supplied each member of the commis- 
sion, so that when they reassemble on 
September 7th, the members will be pre- 
pared to put in shape,“hot only the report, 
but also a draft of the bill expressive of 
their views.

BRONZED BY INDIAN BLOOD. 


Anniston, Ala., August 17.—(Special)—Miss 
Bessie Jones, who for the past year or 
more has been a retouvcher for a local firm 
of photographers, left Sunday for Sugar 
Valley, Ga., and today starts to Indian 
Territory to claim a share of" the lands 
and moneys of the Chickasaw tribe of In- 
dians, of which she is a member. Miss 


Jones is, in fact, an Indfan princess, gene- 


alogically speaking, her grandmother Jones 
having been the daughter of a chief of the 
Chickasaws in north Georgia, who fell in 


love with and married Miss Bessie’s great 


grandfather Jones, a “paleface’’ who was 
greatly beloved and higthly honored by the 
Sam Jones, the present chief 
of the Chickasaws, is a grandson or great- 
grandson of this couple, and is a cousin 
Bessie Jones. At Sugar Valley 
Miss Jones joined ther parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. B. W. Jones: her sister, Miss Sallie 
Jones, and her brother, Mr. Charley Jones, 
and all of them will leave today for Indian 
Territory to participate in the division. 
Miss Jones’s brother-in-law and sister, Mr. 
and Mrs. B. V. Henson, who formerly lived 
hene, but who have been residents of Rome 
for some time, have already gone to the 
far western home of their relatives, the 
Chickasaws. The allotment or lands and 
money will be made by the Dawes commis- 


sion under an act of congress, which pro- 


vides that the lands owned by the tribe 
and the moneys due it by the government 
shall be divided among the different mem- 
bers of the tribe and owned in severalty 
instead of in common as heretofore. It is 
not known definitely what the‘ individual 
shares will be, but it is believed that each 
member of the tribe wilk get about 700 
acres of land and $7,000 or $8,000 in cash. 
The lands are said to be the finest in the 
world. The Chickasaws are one of the five 
fully civilized tribes, the others being the 
Cihoctaws, Creeks, Cherokees and Semi- 
noles. The men are said to be industrious, 
steady and ambitious, and the women beau- 
tiful, cleanly and remarkably virtuous. 
Miss Jones is a beautiful girl, but the 
only perceptible Indian characteristics in 
her personal appearance are very regular 
features and coal-black hair. She was very 
popular here, and all of her friends hope 
that her anticipations from the allotment 
will be fully realized. She ‘has said little of 


her noble Indian ancestry, and her story is 


creating much interest here as it is gradu- 
ally leaking out.

by acclamation. 

Messrs. James A. Greer, of Loudon; R. 
A. Haggard, of Wayne, and Zack Taylor, 
of Shelby, were nominated for railroad 


commissioners. 
This resolution was almost unanimously 


adopted: 
“Resolved, That we are unalterably op- 
posed to the present civil service law 


and favor its repeal.” 

The platform deals largely with state 
isses, setting forth desirable reforms in 
state affairs, favoring constitution amend- 
ments: declaring for the repeal of the pres- 
ent election laws. 

The repeal of the present railroad com- 
mission act is favored, with the establish- 
ing of a non-partisan railroad commission 
to administer the Inws with justice to 
both the railrcads and the people. The 
platform concludey as follows: 

“As to the national issues. we heartily 
indorse the platform adopted by the na- 
tional republican convention held at 8t. 
Louis in 1896, and reaffirm our allegiance 
to tne principles therein declared. We 
congratulate tne country on the prosperity 
which has now come, due large.y to the 
return of the republican party to power: 
the enactment of the Dingley bill and the 
maintenance of the gold standard. 

“We favor the immrediate construction, 
under strictly American control, of the 
Nicaragua canal. 

‘“‘We indorse in the fullest measure the 
statesman-like and patriotic administration 
by President William McKinley of the af- 
fairs of the American people, and espe- 
cially his dignified and masteriy conduct 
of the Spanish war, and his wise dealing 
with the questions of foreign policy arising 
therefrom. We believe in an extension of 
—— and commerce with foreign coun- 
tries. 

“Believing that trade follows the flag, we 
declare in favor of the annexation of Porto 
Rico and all the West India islands: and 
that, if an independent government cannot 
be established in Cuba, that it be ulti- 
mately annexed by the free consent of the 
people of the island, and such control of 
the Philippines and other islands as shall 
secure to the United States the trade and 
commerce of those islands and good goy- 
ernment to their people.”’ 


Will Pay Troops in Porto Rico. 


Washington, August 17.—Orders w - 
sued today directing that the paymasters 
which have been at Santiago with $1.500.000 
shall proceed to Porto Rico to pay ‘the 
troops.

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WHITE FLAG STOPS THE 


Particulars of the Bombardment of 
Caibarien, Cuba. 

Key West, Fla., August 17.—Further de- 
tails have been received here of the 
bombardment of the port of Caibarien on 
the north coast of the province of Santa 
Clara. Cuba, last Sunday by the Man- 
grove. 

The Mangrove left here last week to 
protect the landing of an expedition under 
Coionel Bozas, which had gone ahead on 
the schooners Adams and Delli. When the 
Mangrove reached Santa Maria key, near 
Caibarien, she found the Cuban party had 
disembarked, but feared to advance be- 
cause of the presence of the Spanish gun- 
boat Hernan Cortes and a smaller gun- 
boat, which were evidently making Cali- 


barien their base. 

Sunday morning Captain 
commander of the Mangrove, decided to 
have a shot’ at the gunboats. Sounding 
the way inch by inch, the Mangrove crept 
along the channel, drawing eight feet of 
water in an average depth of eight and 
a half feet, until about 9 o'clock she sighted 
both the Spanish gunboats. The Hernan 
Cortes was anchored near the shore, about 
a thousand yards to the right of the 
town, with her broadside to the sea. The 
emall gunboat lay at the wharf. 

The Spaniards evidently were anticipat- 
ing a battle. The shore was crowded while 
the roof of every buliding that commanded 
a view of the harbor was covered with 
people anxious to see the fight. The Her- 
nan Cortes carried two 4.7-inch guns and 
four 1-pounders, while her smaller com- 
panion was armed with three 1-pounders 
and a Hotchkiss rapid-fire gun. The crew 
of both, numbering all between seventy-five 
and one hundred men, could be seen on 
the decks. Ashore were several 1l-pound

field pieces, while the Spanish troops were ° 


armed with Mauser rifles. The Mangrove, 
whose battery consists of only two 6- 
pounders, worked into a range of 3,000 
yards. The channel wag so narrow that 
only one gun could be fired at a time. At 
10:45 a. m. she got‘up her port gun at the 
Hernan Cortes. The shot fell short. In- 
stantly the whole shore line burst into 
flame, both gunboats and the fleld pieces 
pouring in a heavy fire upon the Ameri- 
can vessel. Every shot of this volley 
struck the water ahead of the Mangrove, 
which continued pumping away with her 
port 6-pounders. She concentrated her fire 
on the Hernan Cortes and the next five or 
six shots fell on the Spaniard's deck be- 
tween the bow gun and amidships, scat- 
tering a body of men. Some of the latter 
must have been killed, although the Span- 
iards later denied that they suffered any 
loss. 

For a while no Spanish gun was fred, 
but soon the Spaniards got the Mangrove’s 
range and a veritable avalanche of shot 
and shell was hurled at her. It was noth- 
ing less than a miracle that her loss of jife 
was not heavy. 

In the midst of all this and while the 
Mangrove was swinging cautiously around 
to bring her starboard gun into play, the 
watch shouted: “Flag of truce,’ and sure 
enough not only one, but three white flags 
could be seen, one flying from the small 
gunboat and two from the government 
house on shore. 

The Mangrove acknowledged the signal 
and presentiy a small boat came out with 
@ Spanish officer, who clambered aboard 
the Mangrove, and in exceedingly nervous 
tones announced: .

MANILA IS HELD, AND NOT UN- 


DER TERMS OF PROTOCOL. 


Peace Armistice Not Binding .Unti, 
Official Notice Has Been Re- 
ceived by Commanders. 


Washington, August 17.—Now that the 
surrender is officially reported, it can be 
stated that Manila is being held by virtue 
of the military occupation and surrender 
and not by virtue of the protocol. The 
difference is said to amount to little in 
practical results, yet such as it is officials 
agree that the occupation is the result of 
the combined military and naval opera- 
tions. According to Admiral Dewey’s dis- 
patch the surrender occurred about 5 p. m. 
last Saturday. The peace protocol was 
signed at 4:23 p. m. on Friday. It is said 
that the difference in time between Manila 
and Washington is such that the surrender, 
reckoned on Washington time, would be 
about twelve hours ahead of the time at 
Manila, or about 6 a. m. Saturday morn- 
ing. . 

In point of actual time, therefore. the 
signing of the peace protocol preceded the 
actual surrender of Manila by a few hours. 
But it is a well established rule of military 
law, accepted the world over, that a peace 
armistice or cessation of hostilities does not 
become binding upon commanding officers 
until they receive actual notice of it, This 
rule is expressed in the United States regu- 
lations governing armies in the fleid as 
follows: 

“article 139—An armistice is binding upon 
the beiligerents from the day of the agreed 
commencement, but the officers of the 


army are responsible from the day only 
when they receive official notice of its ex- 


istence.'é 
Under this rule Admiral Dewey and 


General Merritt would be bound by the 
armistice only from the time the notice of 
it reached them at Manila. This could not 
have occurred on Saturday, prior to the 
bombardment, as the cable was not work- 
ing and no dispatch boat could have gotten 
through with the notice before Monday or 
Tuesday. In short it is agreed in all offi- 
ela) quarters that the forcible taking of 
Manila was entirely regular and that the 
city and bay ts now held on the basis of 
this military amd enforced taking rather 
than on the basis of the mutual arrange- 
ment between the two countries. This may 
become material when the question arises 
as to the future of the Philippines, for it is 
likely to proceed from the American stand- 
point that Manila was taken by force of 
arms and is so occupied. 

There has been no time to consider what 
will be done with the 7,000 Spanish prison- 
ers taken, but the fact that an amicable 
understanding has been reached with Spain 
as to the occupation of Manila will probably 
operate to lighten the condition of these 


prisoners. 
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What Stubbornness Has Cost Spain. 

With the close of hostilities it pbe- 
comes of interest to review the losses 
which Spain has suffered in consequence 
of her refusal to voluntarily withdraw 
from Cuba several months ago. 

First, in possessions, she has _ lost 
every foot of soil over which her flag 
streamed in the western themisphere. in- 
cluding both Cuba and Porto Rico; while 


“tthe eastern hemisphere she has lost 


one of the Ladrone islands, in addition 
to being confronted with the prospect 
of losing the Philippines. 

Next, in soldiers and satlors, she has 
In the aggre- 
gate these will closely approximate 5.000 
men, or nearly ten times the number 
lost on the American side, with the 
included in the 
calculation. With the fleets sunk at 
Manila and at Santiago, there were not 


less that five hundred lives destroyed, | 


according to the official figures; whiie 
in the various land engagements which 
have occurred in both hemispheres since 
the opening of ‘hostilities the losses will 
not aggregate less thah 4,500 killed. 

Next, in warships, she has suffered 
almost complete annihilation. In ea- 
pacity her warships destroyed in the 
course of the war aggregated 58.835 tons 
and in value $25,000,000. Of these, fifteen 
were cruisers, viz, Infanta Maria Teresa, 
7,000 tons; Vizeaya, 7,000 tons: Almirante 
Oquendo, 7,000 tons; Cristobal Colon, 
6.850 tons; Isla de Mindanao, 3,675 tons; 
Reina Christina, 3,520 tons; Castilla, 3,260 
tons; Reina Mercedes, 3,090 tons; Don 
Antonia de Ulloa, 1,160 tons; Don Juan 
de Austria, 1,150 tons; Velasco, 1,156 
tons; Isla de Cuba, 1,045 tons; Isla de 
Luzon, 1,045 tons; Nueva Espana, 985 
tons, and Jorge Juan, 935 tons. Only 
two of the destroyed warships were of 
the torpedo variety, viz, Furor, 380 tons, 
and Pluton, 380 tons; while thirty were 
gunboats ranging in capacity from thir- 
ty-five tons to 1,030 tons. 

Next, in ‘treasure, she has lost mil- 
lions of dollars. Under .this head is 
included only ‘the current expenses nec- 
essary to carry on operations. 

In addition to the losses thus hasti- 
ly enumerated must be included the loss- 
es caused by financial depression 
throughout the kingdom and by the sac- 
rifice of national prestige under such 
ignominious circumstances; and when 
everything is considered, it is evident 
that Spain has paid grievously for her 
stubbornness in refusing to voluntarily 
withdraw from Cuba when she knew or 
at least ought to have known that she 
was wholly powerless to resist the right- 
@€ous demands of the United States.

We Must Not Forget Them. 

While the country is weaving chaplets 
for the brows of its heroes in the pres- 
ent war The Washington Post calls at- 
tention to the claims of two brave offi- 
cers who have been overlooked in the 
glamor of recent achievements, vizZ, 
Lievtenant PB. A. Anderson, of the 
cruiser Marbelhead, and Lieutenant Cam- 
eron ‘Winslow, of the cruiser Nashville. 

Our contemporary states that at the 
commencement of hostilities it was the 
American war policy ‘to sever all com- 
munication between Cuba and the out- 
side world, and that one of the most 
important cables to be cut in twain in 
the execution of this policy was the ¢a- 
ble at Cienfuegos, since that city was 
in direct railway and telegraph com- 
gunication with Havana. To perform 
this perilous duty the Marblehead and 


' the WNadhville were dispatched to that 


quarter, while the personal hazard in- 
cident to the actual work of cutting the 
cable in twain fell to the lot of the two 
lieutenants in question. ‘Without the 
slightest protection of any kind they 
lowered themselves into small boats un- 
der the full glare of the sun and entered 
upon the work in jand, apparently in- 
different to the dangers which threat- 
ened to destroy them momentarily. Sev- 
eral hours were required to successfully 
complete the task, but they never 
thought of relinquishing it one moment 
short of its accomplishment. They re- 
mained at their post of duty despite the

to find the courage of their brave per- 
formance obscured in the glamor of sub- 
sequent achievements. Such in sub- 
stance is the story which The Wash- 
ington Post tells, and certainly it ought 
to appeal strongly to that sense of fair 
play which is one of he characteristics of 
Americans, 

We thave developed many heroes in 
the present war with Spain, but not one 
of them should be forgotten. In letters 
of gold the name of each hero, whether 
of the army or of the navy, should be 
lovingly inseribed upon the nation’s roll 
of honor, 
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Christopher the Scapegoat. 

Spain is now blaming all her troubles 
upon the late lamented Mr. Christopher 
Columbus, who has, for four centuries, 
been worshiped as the patron saint of 
all her greatness. 

If history presents a paralle] to this 
spectacie it has escaped our noiice. It 
is a spectacle both ludicrous and pathet- 
ic—-ludicrous tn showing the extremi- 
ties to which those who are defeated 
will go in order to find somebody to 
blame for their predicament, and patiet- 
ic is its display of childish ignorance. 

In all seriousness, men who have been 
regarded as leaders of Spanish thowght 
are contending that because his discov- 
eries brought to Spain that colonial em- 
pire which thas been its Ghief glory, 
the loss of the colonies shows that Co- 
lumbus was in fact the enemy rather 
than the benefactor of Spain, and the 
proposition to bring the bones of the 
great discoverer back to repose in the 
country is being bitterly combated. 
Those who are leading this anti-Colum- 
bus crusade argue that the colonies have 
been a source of weakness rather than 
of strength; that their possession has 
led to the downfall of the nation, and 
the responsibility for all this they 
charge against the memory of the 
dougihnty mariner who they have up to 
this time accredited with bringing Spain 
all of her greatness. 

It would be difficult to believe that 
such a contention were seriously made 
if we did not see it in extracts from 
leading Spanish newspapers. It would 
would be luditrous as a particularly 
funny instance of the sour grape com- 
plaint if it were not worthy of more 6e- 
rious consideration as throwing more 
light upon Spanish ignorance. 

Spain’s greatness dates back to the 
beginning of its colonial empire. Colum- 
bus and those who followed him in add- 
ing to the mother country’s colonial pos- 
sessions made it possible for Spain to 
take place among the nations of the 
first class. ‘These mighty mariners did 
their work well, and just so long as the 
affairs of government were properly 
handled at the seat of government, Spain 
thrived and prospered, 

The system of government with which 
Spain ‘has been afflicted is responsible 
for the downfall of the nation. The 
cause of it One does not have to go far 


to find. An absolute monarchy is cap- 
able of giving good government just so 
long as the monarch is a capable ruler. 
Beginning with Isabella, Spain had, dur- 
ing the time when its colonial empire 
was building and for some time after 
that, a number of wise rulers. The peo- 
ple had been educated from the earliest 
days of Spanish history to follow the 
crown unquestioning. This royalty had 
been espectally fostered during the eight 
hundred years when the Spanish were 
fighting for independence from the Moors, 
and it became the most prominent trait 
of the national character. The ignor- 
ance of the people as a whole contribut- 
ed largely to its development, and they 
were kept in ignorance to further its 
ends. 

So long as Spain had efficient rulers, 
the empire grew and prospered. But 
the good ones were followed by some as 
bad as ever afflicted any nation; and the 
corruption which came with them has 
remained a part of the Spanish system. 

Spanish ignorance and Spanish cor- 
ruption are responsible for the decline 
of the nation. The possession of colo- 
nies has had nothing to do with it. There 
has been miserable misrule in the man- 
agement of ‘ther colonies, just as there 
has been miserable misrule in the man- 
agement of her home affairs. With 
corruption, which feeds upon ignorance, 
at the head of the government, there is 
bound to be corruption throughout the 
colonies, and where this condition of 
affairs maintains, the whole system is 
doomed. To charge the downfall of 
Spain to her possession of colonies is to 
take a superficial view of the conditions 
which will not bear analysis. Great 
Britain has been magnificently success- 
ful in governing colonies because there 
‘is honesty and integrity in the home 
government. Nominally a monarchy, 
the real] control of affairs is in the hands 
of the direct representatives of the peo- 
ple; and the Englishman insists upon 
honest administration of the af- 
fairs of his ‘government. New prob- 
lems have forced themselves upon this 
country as the result of the war, and 
they are problems which we must face. 
If the American, like his English broth- 
er, sees to it that we have honest ad- 
ministration of public affairs, we will 
ascape all troubles. The salvation de- 
pends upon the people themselves. If 
corruption is allowed to fasten itself 
upon the government, there will be dan- 
ger whether we have colonial posses- 
sions or not; if on the other hand there 
is honesty, the possession of colonies 
will be a blessing instead of a curse. 
That is the story which is taught by 
the rise and the downfall of Spain. 


Colonel Dick’s Mission. 

Colonel Dick, of Ohio, is in Wash- 
ington, having gone there from Cuba to 
give the president some views upon the 
Cubans. Colonel Dick is against the 
Cubans, and has some very unpleasant 
things to say of them. 

How great reliance the president will 
place in Colonel Dick’s observations we 
do not know, but throughout the coun- 
try his visit will be accredited with a 
different sort of significance tlaan that 
which those who inspire it desire. 

@olonel Dick will be recalled as the 
right-hand man of Mark Hanna. Dick 
is secretary of the republican national 
committee, and in all things executes 
the will of the mighty Hanna. Through 
Dick the offices have been distributed, 
especially in the southern states, where 
there is no republican party which has 
to be consulted, and.in all things Dick 
is Hanna’s executive officer.

is this opinion of them, then formed, 
that is now being poured into the presi- 
dent’s ears. 

It comes from the big boss. Will 
the president have the strength to do 
justice while that is ringing in his ears? 
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Cremation. 

The tdea of cremation is naturally re- 
pugnant to the minds of most people 
who regard it as inimical to one of the 
holiest sentiments of civilized life, but 
there can be no doubt of the fact that 
the time will come eventually when 
cremation will supersede interment. 

Recently the Indiana state board of 
health has taken the advanced step of 
formally recommending that cremation 
be substituted for interment in the state 
of Indiana, alleging in support of this 
position that countless malignant dis- 
eases can be traced to the presence of 
bodies in the eargh, and that, for san- 
itary reasons, there should be no delay 
in making the change. 

There is nothing in the action of the 
Indiana state board of health which 
suggests that the change thus recom- 
mended be made compulsory. 
this would be to uproot with brutal vio- 
lence the sacred custom which has come 
down to the present time from the ob- 
scure twilight of immemorial centuries, 
and which can be changed only by slow 
degrees. Graves are hallowed shrines 
to which burdened hearts make pilgrim- 
ages. They ennoble the lives of men 
through the uplifting influence which 
they exercise in moments of quiet con- 
templation, stealing upon them like the 
odor of violets and filling them with the 
sweetness of pure thougats and of chas- 
tened ambitions. ‘To shift this ‘imflu- 
ence from the grass-covered mound of 
earth to the repulsive urn is something 
which cannot be accomplished by legis- 
lation. Years must intervene before 
the change can be effected, and subtle 
agencies designed to revolutionize the 
world’s sentiment gradually must first 
be put in operation. 

We do not challenge the scientific 
manifesto which declares that cremation 
is the wiser method of putting away the 
dead, but we do say that so deeply root- 
€d in the world’s sentiment is the custOm 
now in vogue that the process which 
brings about the contemplated change 
must necessarily be yoked with pat.ence. 
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Captain General Macias. 

Gossip invelving the name of a queen 
has been revived by the prominence giv- 
en the captain general of. Porto Rico by 
the campaigning now on there. 

Macias is said to have been the model 
from which Offenbach drew his General 
Boum in “The Grand Duchess,” an opera 
which made the composer’s fortune and 
at the same time made all Europe laugh, 
so true to life was the picture drawn. 

General Boum is promoted from pri- 
vate soldier to general in fifteen min- 
utes, all because his comely presence 
caught the eye of the Grand Duchess. 
When Macias was a youth of twenty he 
was a soldier in the ranks of one of the 
Basque regiments on duty at Madrid. 
One day the queen, Isabella Segundo. 
noticed him and spoke to him. He 
was so rattled by this notice that he 
failed to present arms, and was slated 
to dire punishment by his superiors in 
consequence. But the punishment was 
nevér administered. Instead, the raw 
youth found ‘himself in a few days a 
lieutenant in the most honored of the 
regiments of Spain, and from that time 
his promotion was rapid, always at the 
instance of the queen, because, as she 
explained, “his merit was sv extraor- 
dinary.” 

The relations between the queen, with 
whom this had not been by any means 
the first affair of the heart, and this raw 
and illiterate young soldier became the 
gossip of Europe. Macias rose step by 
step, until he became captain general of 
Madrid. His head was not turned by 
his success, however. He had sense 
enough to study, and he became not only 
the most expert swordsman of Europe 
but one of the mosf intelligent and 
scholarly of the officers of the Spanish 
army. He has proved. an exceptionally 
good governor general for Porto Rico,

“Jim Bludso,”’ which is Colone] Hay’s most 
famous poem: 

‘It is the story of an engineer on a Mis- 
sissippi river steamboat, ‘who weren't no 
saint’—some of his vices being recounted— 
but who was determined that if ever the 
boat caught fire, as steamboats often did— 

He’d hold her nozzle agin the bank 
Till the jast soul got ashore. 

‘In the course of time the expected con- 
flagration took place, and according to his 
vow, Mr. Bludso held the boat’s ‘nozzle 
agin the bank till the last galoot got 
ashore.’ The moral] is that because Jim did 
‘at judgment’ would be 
quite as good as that of ‘some pious gen- 
tleman that wouldn’t shook hands with 
him.’ Execrable as the taste of the whole 
poem is, moral and all, it might have been 
sufferable if Jim thad been a pilot instead 
of an engineer. It is the pilot's business 
to hold the boat in any given position, not 
the engineer’s; and Jim could not have held 
the boat ‘agin the bank any more than a 
cabin boy unless the pilot so steered it. 
All Jim had to do was to open the valves 
and jump ashore withth e other ‘galoots.’ 
So there is nothing in his sacrifice. Mr. 
Hay is a distinguished man, and has shown 
great ability in various walks of life. He 
wil] easily fll any position to which he 
may be called as he ever has done since he 
was private secretary to President Lincoln, 
but it is high time that this ‘Jim Bludsos’ 
and ‘Little Breeches’ were forgotten.”’

Washington, August 17.—Genera}) Lee’s 
announcement that he will be a candidate 
for the senate in Virginia creates no sur- 
prise with those who have kept up at all 
with political conditions in the Old Do- 
minion, Ever since his defeat at the hands 
of Senator Martin, General Lee hag had the 
determination to beat Martin, if he could, 
and he believes he can. 

The announcement, cOming just when he 
ha@ declined a place on the Cuban military 
commission, is regarded as significant. It 
is said by some of General Lee’s friends 
that had he been offered the first place on 
that commission he would have accepted, 
but he could not see his way clear to take 
a secondary place even to General Wade, 
who possesses the overwhelming qualifica- 
tion of being an Ohio man. He respect- 
fully declined, therefore, and almost simul- 
taneously comes his forma] announcement 
of his intention to take another shy at the 
seat in the senate, which he has naturally 
coveted. 

Will Probably Go to Cuba. 

General Lee, in talking with friends inti- 
mates that he does not expect to go to 
Cuba. The general impression here is that 
he is to go at the head of his corps, ana 
as bearing out this idea recent army orders 
are quoted. For instance, the Fourth regi- 
ment of so-called immunes has just been 
ordered to join his corps at Jacksonville, 
“for service in Cuba.’ It is the belief 
among officers of the army that the entire 
Seventh corps will be sent over to Havana 
as soon as it is deemed expedient to send 
troops, which will not, ef course, be for 
some months yet. 

That would give Lee the command of the 
forces at Havana, the place he is said to 
prefer above all others. It is the general 
opinion that Wade is to be the military 
governor. That is the present programme, 
but it is subject to change. 

With Lee and Martin in the race for the 
senate in Virginia, that ought to be the 
prettiest kind of a contest. The fight for 
this place hag in reality been On for some 
time. with the lines drawn much as they 
were in the contest in 1894. In that Lee was 
beaten by (Martin, who may be said to be 
the representative of the young element in 
Virginia. 

Martin a Strong Organizer. 

Martin is the best organizer and in that 
sense the best politician in Virginia. He 
does not lose a trick in political organiza- 
tion. He went into the legislative race in 
Virginia last year and secured the election 
of a majority of the hold-over senators, 
who will have a vote on the senatorship. 
General Lee's friends were working hard 
for him all the time, but Martin won. 

Martin has a strong hold on the young 
politicians, At a state convention he is 
practically supreme and most of the men 
in office in Virginia now are under obliga- 
tions to him. We is not a talker. He Nas 
never yet made a speech in the senate; 
but he has looked closely after the inter- 
ests of his constituents and they know that 
if he wanted to make a speech he could 
make a splendid one. He is regarded as 
one of the ablest lawyers in Virginia, and 
has been highly successful, though classed 
as a diffident man in public. 

Will Military Fame Win? 

Martin has a good hold just at present. 
If the election of members of the legisla- 
ture had come at the time when General 
Lee’s name was on every lip—when he was 
in a sense, the only hero of the then im- 
pending war—he would undoubtedly have 
stood an excellent chance of winning. 
Whether the glamor that remains of the 
war will prove sufficient to offset Senator 
Martin’s political pull remains to be seen. 
It is perhaps significant that the last state 
convention in Virginia refused to adopt 
resolutions calling for a direct vote of the 
people on the senatorship, this being un- 
derstood to be an effort in the interest of 
General Lee.

THEY EXCHANGED GREETINGS. 


Presidents of the United States ana of 


France on Opening New Cable. 

Washington, August 17.—President Mc- 
Kinley and Present Faure, of France, to- 
day exchanged direct felicitations over the 
relations of the two countries, and ex- 
pressions of mutual esteem of the two 
chief executives. The occasion was the 
opening of a new cable between Cape Cod, 
Mass., and Brest, on the French coast, and 
the wires were connected to effect a 
through circuit between the white house 
at Washington and the presidential palace 
at Havre. It was 10:25 o’clock this morning 
when M. Cambon, the French ambassador; 
M. Thiebaut, the first secretary, and Am- 
bassador Cambon’s young son, together 
with Acting Secretary of State Moore, ar- 
rived at the white house. They were usher- 
ed upstains and finally mto the war room, 
where Representative Taylor, of Opio, 
joined the party. There was first a test of 
the wires, beginning with the line from 
here to Cape Cod, thence to Brest and 
Paris. When all was in readiness President 
(McKinley, Acting Secretary Moore, M. 
Cambom and son and M. Thiebaut and Rep- 
resentative Taylor stood back of the key 
while President Faure and some friends 
were at the Havre end. The message from 
M. Faure was as follows: 

“To His Excellency, Mr. McKinley, Pres- 
ident of the United Atates of America: It 
affords me special pleasure to inaugurate 
the new submarine communication which 
will unite more directly than heretofore 
our two countries by addressing to you an 
expression of the feeling of sincere sym- 
pathy existing between the French repub- 
lic and the republic of the United States. I 
desire also to renew to you, Mr. President, 
the assurance of my high esteem and con- 
stant friendship. FELIX FAURE.” 

A minute later, at 10:36, President McKin- 
ley sent the following response: 

“To His Excellency, M. Faure, President 
of the Republic of France: I am happy to 
believe that every addition to the means 
of communication between our two coun- 
tries can serve only to keep alive and to 
strengthen that feeling of cordial good will 
which has so strikingly characterized their 
relations both in early and in recent times. 
Permit me, Mr. President, most heartily to 
reciprocate your expressions of esteem and 
friendship. WILLIAM McKINLEY.” 

The French ambassador was present at 


the personal invitation of President Mc- 
Kinley.

Distinguish d Himself in the Crimean 
War.

with the Khivans. Next he was placed in 
command ofan expeditionary force of 1,900 
men with ingtructions to March from Ore- 
heff, through the paases of the mountains 
bounding Siberia on the south and across 
the steppes of Turkestan and to effect a 
junction with another detachment under 
Colonel Vreykan, which had set out from 
Semiplatins¥, in Siberia.

Since Arriving Months Apo the Prisoners

FIVE OF THE NUMBER ARE SPIES 


Colonel Hall Expresses the Opinion 
“That the Prisoners of War Will 
Be Released and Given 
Transportation to Their 
Homes, 


TWENTY SPANIARDS WHO HAVE 
been the involuntary guests of Fort Mc- 
Pherson since the beginning of the Span- 
ish-American war will take their leave of 
the post before the end of the week. 

What disposition will be made of the 
dons has not been determined, and the 
war department is now considering the 
advisability of releasing all of the Span- 
ish prisoners in the different barracks of 
the country and furnishing them with 
transportation to the places where they 
were captured. 

Whether it is decided to follow this plan 
or not before the terms of peace have been 
finally settlited, tthe twenty prisoners now 
at Fort McPherson will be sent away in 
order to utilize the building occupied by 
them as a hospital. 

A telegram was sent to the war depart- 
ment by (Major ‘Taylor, in command of the 
‘hospitals of Fort (McPherson, informing 
the department that the building in @vhich 
the Spaniards are confined could be used 
to great advantage as a hospital and re- 
questing that the prisoners be sent away 
as soon as possible: 

No other building at the barracks 
which to confine the Spaniards is avail- 
able, since everything not absolutely neces- 
sary to the comfort and convenience of 
the recruits has been transformed into a 
Tents have been placed on the

drill grounds for the use of the sick, 
the arrival of the last hospital train from 
Tampa, Fla., makes it necessary to con- 
vert the Spanish quarters into wards for 
the fever patients. 

It is probable if the prisoners are not re- 
leased at once by the government they 
will be transported to some barracks in 
the north where they will be kept until the 
peace terms have been settled and they 
.¢an be sent to their own country. 

Five of the prisoners of war are spies, 
and have been kept closely guarded since 
their arrival, while the remaining fifteen 
who were captured on the schooner Argo- 
nauta off the coast of Cuba and brought 
to the post from Key West have been al- 
lowed unusual liberties for prisoners, and 
have received the most uniform and courte- 
ous treatment at the hands of the offi- 
cers. 

Shortly after coming to Fort McPherson 
all of the Spaniards except the spies were 
transferred from the iron cages of the 
guardhouse and given quarters in the 
building next to the barracks office, where 
they have been furnished with every ar- 
ticle of necessity, including a large range 
on which the dons do their own cooking. 
No fear has been entertained that any of 
the prisoners would attempt to escape, and 
consequently only one sentinel has been 
placed in front of the building. The 
Spaniards have expressed by signs and 
gesticulations ‘that they are entirely pleased 
with their condition, and it the secret 
opinion of some of the officers at the post 


. that the dons are in the highest clover 


they have ever experienced, and will have 
to be driven asvay when fhe order éomes 
for their removal. 

Preparations for the departure of the 
prisoners ‘was begun yesterday, and the 
lucky Latin people spent the morning in 
writing lettetrs to familles and friends at 
home telling of the curious people across 


the water who wear loud clothes and treat 


prisoners of war with alarming kindness. 

Lieutenant Buffington, the adjutant of 
the post, was directed to secure the cor- 
rect names of all the prisoners so as to 
transfer or release them in proper order. 

In regard to the disposition of the Span- 
fards, Colonel WUall, assistant adjutant 
general of the department of the gulf, ex- 
pressed the opinion that instead of trans- 
ferring them to another post, the gov- 
ernment would simply release them for 
good. He said: 

“While nothing definite in regard to the 
prisoners has gone through our depart- 
ment, I think it more than likely the men 
will be given their freedom, and that the 
government will either furnish them trans- 
portation to their homes in Spain or to 
the places where they were captured in 
Cuba.”’

FRANK COUCH SURRENDERS. 


When He Learned He Was Wanted on 
Same Charge a8 His Brother 
He Gives Up. 

Frank Couch, a brother of Eugene Couch, 
who was arrested in Birmingham, Ala., 
last Saturday and taken to Sumter county, 
Alabama, charged with obstructing the 
mails, surrendered himself to Officer 
Bodeker, of the police force of Birming- 
ham, yesterday morning. It is charged 
that he is implicated in the last hold up 
of the express car near Cuba, Ala., May 
14th last, for which his brother was ar- 
rested. He denies his guilt and says he 
wishes a speedy hearing, when he will eas- 
ily prove that he was in Austell, Ga., when 
the express’ car on the Alabama Great 
Southern was robbed. 

Couch says he fears no consequences. 
He said he surrendered himself because 
he heard he was wanted on the same 
charge as that of his brother. He works 
as a flagman on the Southern.railway be- 
tween Birmingham and Columbus, Miss. 

He had one of the Umphries girls to ac- 
company the officer to the police station, 
and she retracted what she said about 
Frank. Bugene Couch was arrested in 
Birmingham on Saturday last and that 
night about midnight was carried to Liv- 
ingston, in Sumter county, where the 
hold-up occurred and locked up in jail 
Deputy Marshal Wade Mothershed carried 
Eugene down to Sumter county, and is said 
to have gone to Georgia after Frank.

WHO PAYS REVENUE STAMP? 


Attorney General Griggs on the Ex- 
press Decision. 

New York, August 17.—Last week the 
express companies held a meeting in tl.is 
city and agreed that Colonel John J. Mc- 
Cook, counsel of Weils, Fargo & Co., should 
secure from the attorney general a ruling 
as to whether the shipper or the express 
company should bear the internal revenue 
expense. Colonel McCook has just re- 
ceived a letter from Attorney General 
Griggs, as follows: 

“Replying to your letter of the 15th in- 
Stant, I have the honor to advise you 
that the attituge taken by the department 
of justice with reference to questions as 
to which party, the shipper or the express 
company, under the war revenue bill is 
required to furnish and pay for the reve- 
nue stamp which is required to be placed 
upon the manifest or bill of lading, is that 
this is a matter entirely between the ship- 
per and the company. This office holds 
that so far as the governmegt is concerned 
it is only interested to know that the 
lawful tax is paid. As between the ship- 
per and the ¢xpress company, I have de- 
cided that the matter is not within my 
province of consideration under any case 
that has as yet arisen. The United States 
district attorneys are instructed by this 
office that they may prosecute for the pre- 
scribed penalty any company which issues 
a manifest or bill of lading without the pre- 
scribed stamp, but that in controversies 
arising between shippers and express com- 
panies as to which one shall be required to 
bear the expense of ire stamp the govern- 
ment has no direct qonsideration under the 
war revenue law.” 


SICK ARE LEAVING SANTIAGO. 


Three Hundred and Seventy-Five Pa- 
tients on the Hospital Ship. 
Santiago de Cuba, August 17, 6:20 p. m.— 
Three nmdred and seventy-five patients 
from the hospita] at Sibomey were brought 
to Santiago this afternoon and will leave 

by the hospital ship Quitania tomvurrow. 
‘The EFighth Ohio will leave on the Mo- 
hawk, One company of the Thirty-fourth 
Michigan regiment will go in the morning 
to Guantanamo bay for transportation on 
the Umited States steamer Resolute. 

Over 600 refugees from the province of 
Santiago have returned within two days 
from Jamaica. They are mostly planters 
and their families. The authorities are find- 
ing great difficulty in maintaining discip- 
line in the city. 

The immune soldiers are causing much 
trouble and though the city is being pat- 
rolled by the Eighth Illimois regiment (col- 
ored) it will be necessary to supplement 
them with a special organized police force.

The committee proposed to hold the con- 
ference in order to give the railroad men 
a chance to be heard and in order to talk 
the situation over with them. The icea 
seems to have been that the railroadg would 
have been as much benefited by the con- 
ference as the city. One of the objects was 
a sense of fairness, it not being desired to 
take action on the depot question without 
hearing from the railroads. 

But since the railroad officials cannot at- 
tend the meeting, there seems to.be’ nothing 
left for the committee to do, say the mem- 
bers, but to go ahead and work out\the de- 
pot problem to the best of its ability. 

Mayor Collier. when seen yesterday, stat- 
ed that he did not know what would be 
done by the committee. He said he had 
not spoken to any of the members concern- 
ing the matter and did not know whether 
or not the meeting would be held. Mayor 
Collier has taken 4 deep interest in the 
matter of obtaining a new depot and is 
disappointed over the failure of the railroad 
officials to be able to be present. 

From what has been said by various 
members of the committee and from the 
unanimous demand for a new depot, it does 
not seem probable that the committee will 
stop because of the failure of the railroad 
officials % attend the meeting. Just how 
the committee will proceed and just what 
it will do are questions yet to be decided, 
but certain, it seems, that immediate and 
decisive steps will be taken looking to the 
procuring of a new depot. Every member 
of the committee favors a new depot and 
they are agreed with by almost every one. 
The papers throughout the south continue 
to speak of the present carshed and the 
traveling public has been heard from in 
condemnation of Atlanta’s depot. 

The various railroad officials are pre- 


vented from attending the meeting Dy va-. 


rious reasons. President Spencer and the 
second vice president of the Southern will 
both be out of the city, and if the Southern 
is represented it will be by ‘Mr. Frank G. 
Shannon, third vice president. 

President George C. Smith, of the Atlan- 
ta and West Point, will be out of the city 
at the time of the meeting. President Scott, 
of the Georgia, will be away on his vaca- 
tion. Vice President St. John, of the Sea- 
board Air-Line, will not be present, because 
his road is not directly interested, obtaining 
its depot facilities from another road. 
President Egan, of the Central, will be pre- 
vented from attending on account of hav- 
ing to appear before the railroad commis- 
sion, which meets on that date. He will 
be at liberty in the afternoon. 

President Thomas, of the Nashville, Chat. 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad. will be 
present, so he advises Mayor Collier. 

The inability of so Many prominent rail- 
road men to attend the conference will 
make it an impossibility, but will not pre- 
vent the committee from holding a meeting 
and this will doubtless be done.

when I lostall three games I was dead- 
broke. I begged Dick to give me back 5 
cents to get some lunch with, and he said 
if I would let him seacrh me, and I didn’t 
have a cent, he would give me the nickel. 

“We went outside the poolroom and he 
searched me and didn’t find any money. 
Then he said he hadn’t won enough to give 


me a nickel. We walked up the street to-

Former Cuts the Latter in Hand

JORDAN TERRIBLY WOUNDED 


It Was a Battle of Glants for the Pos- 
session of a Knife, 


FOUGHT ALONE If A CLUB ROOM 


It Was a Sequel to the Saturday Night 
Row—Harbin Makes a Full State- 
ment—Jordan Cannot Talk. 
Harbin Gives Him- 
self Up.

past 6 o’clock Jeff Harbin cut Perino Jor- 
dan almost to death with a knife, after 


pher Columbus Club, in the old telephone 
building, corner of Broad and Marietta 
streets. 

Harbin surrendered himself to the police 
and was locked up at the police barracks. 
Jordan was taken to the Grady hospital 
in the ambulance, where his wounds were 
dressed. There was one gash across his 
abdomen and the left side of his face was 
slashed with two cuts, from the ear to the 
chin and from the ear to the eye, laying 
the face open to the teeth and bone. It 
was not thought, however, 
idkely to die unless some unforeseen eymp- 
toms should set in. 

The fight in the eclubroom was over the 
possession of a knife, which Harbin claims 
belonged to Jordan and which Jordan says 
he never saw before. There were at first 
two witnesses, but they seemed to have 
fled, and then the two men, both giants in 
physical strength, had a hand-to-hand hbat- 
tle to get the knife, each believing that 
whichever one got, hold of it would cut 
the other to the death. And the end of it 
was that Harbin walked down stairs into 
the streets and sent for an officer, and said 
quietly: 

“T have killed Perino Jordan and here ia 
his own knife that I did it with.” 

Upstairs Jordan was found staggerifig 


around the hall, blinded with the blood in | 


his eyes and weak from the flow, trying 
to feel his way down the stairway and 
muttering to himself as he grew weaker 
and weaker. 

Harbin and Jordan have been known as 
two of the best men in the city physically, 
and both had the reputation of being brave 
and full of grit. For these two to get to- 
gether meant a fight to the finish, and 
they each recognized that fact as they 
strained every nerve for the mastery up in 
the clubroom alone. 


Cause of the Fight. 

The fight grew out of a braw! in the 
Pabst saloon last Saturday, at which time, 
strange to say, Harbin and Jcrijen were 
friends. 
three police officers and Jordan was struck 
over the head by Sergeant Abbott with a 
stick. The trials took place Tuesday after- 
noon in the police court. Jordan “had a 
lawyer, 
being drunk and acted with good nature. 
Jordan seemed to be in ugly temper. He 
was fined $25 and Harbin only $5. Harbin, 
so he claims, paid Jordan’s fine, as the lat- 
ter did not have the money with him, 
Both men jeft the police barracks Tuesday 
afternoon apparently the best of friends. 

Yesterday afternoon they met in the Hol- 
lis saloon, 33 (Marietta street, and Jordan 
invited Harbin to take a drink. 
without any apparent reason, it ts sald, 
Jordan said he wanted to fight Harbin, 
Jordan was drinking and Harbin appeared 
to be sober. Harbin declined to engage in 
any fight and Jordan went off. After a 
while he returned and seemed to be friend- 
ly and invited Harbin up stairs to the 
rooms of the Christopher Columbus Club. 

Once in the clubroom, Jordan renewed his 
determination to fight Harbin, so Harbin 
states, and the fight began. There were 
two other men in the room at the opening 
of hostilities—Will Crawford and a German

Crawford refused to make any statement 
for publication, saying that he would talk 
at the proper time, The German could not 
be located. 

Jordan was so weak from the loss of 
biood that he could only say a few words 
and he stated that Harbin had cut him and 
he believed he would die. After his wounds 
were dressed Jordan was not allowed to 
talk by the hospital physicians. He said 
the knife with which the cutting was done 
was not his and made this statement be- 
fore hé was removed from the clubrooms, 
so @ friend of his stated to a police officer 
last night. 

Why Jordan sought a difficulty with Har- 
bin is not clear. Harbin had paid his fine 
and was evidently trying to act his friend, 
he claimed. Jordan had an idea, it is said, 
that Harbin had not sworn for him in the 
police court trial when he stated that he, 
Jordan, had gtarted all the row in the 
Pabst saloon by striking Waddell. 

Jordan said that he an@ Harbin had to 
“fight it out, as the public expected it, and 
decide which was the best man.” He gave 
no other reason than that for wanting to 
fight. 

When Jordan left the saloon yesterday 
afternoon in an angry mood he had on 
his coat; when he returned he was in his 
Shirt sleeves and bareheaded. He pro- 
fessed to be in a friendly humor and shook 
hands with Harbin and invited him to the 
clubrooms. Harbin is a member of the 
club and accepted the invitation. He says 
he had no idea Jordan was going upstairs 
to fight. and Jordan, so his friends claim, 
will state that Harbin went up there to 
fight and knew there was to be a fight 
when he left the saloon. 

It Was a Fight to Death. 

No matter whose statement about how 
the fight started upstairs is correct, it be- 
gun, and it was a contest for the posses- 
s:on of the knife with which Jordan was 
to terribly cut. Jordan must have known 
full wel) that df Harbin once got that 
knife from him his life blood would be 
shed, and Harbin knew that if Jordan gse- 
cured the knife he would have to give up 
his Hfe. And both knew the other was a 
man of powerful physical strength and that 
it was no child’s play they were engaged 
in. As they looked into one another's eyes 
they read there the truth that death 
awaited the vanquished, and it wag a fear- 
ful struggle for life. Harbin at last se- 
cured the weapon and as quick as he felt 
his antagonist’s hold relax he struck right 
and left, until he saw Jordan falling and 
bleeding. He left him lying upon the floor 
and thought him dead. After he left Jor- 
dan arose and staggered into the hal] and 
was trying to grope his way down asatairs 
when the first officer on the scene, Detec- 
tive Hewitt, found him. 

Harbin made a full statement at the po- 
lice barracks last night immediately after 
his arrest. He gaid: 

Harbin’s Story of the Fight. 

“I was in the Hollis saloon and was told

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DESERTED WOMAN 
ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 


Mattie White, a Woman Living at 66 1-2 


North Broad St., Takes Morphine. 
HER LOVER WAS A SOLDIER 


Went to the Barracks To Confront Pri- 
vate Golden with Her Wretchedness. 


TOOK POISON ON THE HOSPITAL PORCH 


With Fifty Soldiers After Her, the 
Maddened Woman Runs To xs- 
cape from the Doctors. 


MATTIE WHITE. A WOMAN WHO 
lives at 65% North Broad street, created a 
lively sensation at Fort MePherson yes- 
terday morning by a well planned but fu- 
tile attempt to commit suicide. 

In the presence of her former lover, with 
whom she was conversing on the back 
porch of one of the hospitals, Mattie 
White took an envelope out of her pocket 
filled with morphine and swallowed the 
poison before the man who. had deserted 
her cculd interfere. Tired of life without 
the love of Private John S.-Golden, the 
woman failing in her last attempt to bring 
him: back to her, flercely cried out that.she 
would put an end to her existence, and 
before any one could stop the hand that 
carried the poison to her mouth, she had 
gewallowed ‘the narcotic and defiantly 
waved back the man by her side. 

Private Golden quickly called one of the 
stewards of the hospital who was standing 
in a door near by and told him what the 
woman had done, but before either of the 
men could move, Mattie White started \on 
a run across the field, determined that 
nothing should be done to undo the work 
of her fatal purpose. 

As soon as the man who had witnessed 
the desperate deed could realize the inten- 
tion of the woman, he started after her 
as fast as he could go. Clearing the hos- 
pital. porch with one bound the woman 
made straight for the barracks’ gate, with 
her skirts held high and her hair flying 
in the wind. Before she had gone ‘half the 
way fifty reeruits who were standing idle 
in the road joined in the chase and to 
the lookers on who did not know of the 
pity of the thing, the scene presented was 
an extremely comical one. 

At the gate the woman was stopped ab- 
ruptly in front of the bayonet of the sen- 
tinel and was foreed to surrender to the 
strength of the men who by that time had 
come on the scene. Taking hold of her 
bodily, six or eight of the recruits hurried 
back with her to the hospital, where she 


was laid on the operating table, while the

I have given the clubs the 
privilege of protesting against an umpire 
and having him taken gut of the game, but 
as long as he is umpire and uncorrupted, 
his decisions should stand. 1 do not think 
that the evidence shows any corruptness 
On the part of Mr. Smith and I decide that 
the protest of the Southern Shops be not 
allowed.”’ 

This settles a question that has been 
bothering the league for some time. The 
protesting business has become so common 
that it is almost necessary to have the 
directors pass on every game before it is 
known whether it will go on record or not. 
Every protest has been turned down yet 
with one exception, and that was the game 
that the Press defeated the Southern Shops. 
That game was played at a time when it 
looked as if the league would go under 
and the Press team played three men who 
had been on the defunct Commission Men’s 
team. In spite of the fact that the Southern 
Shops was beaten fairly and badly, they 
asked fhe directors to give them the game 
because the Press played three players 
Who had not been on that team. 

The Shops did not ask to have the game 
Played over, but they asked that it be giv- 
en them nine to nothing. The directors 
voted them the game nine to nothing, the 
vote being a tie, and the former president 
decided in favor of the Shops. The Press 
did mot kick at the decision, for they went 
out of the league shortly afterwards. But 
the second protest of the Shops did not re- 
sult so satisfactorily for them. The pat- 
rons of the game are becoming thoroughly 
tired of the protesting business when a 
club is beaten. They like to see the games 
Played and won and not donated to the de- 
feated parties.

A New Woman from Japan. 


Among the delegates to the national ed- 
geationa! convention at Washington was 
Miss Ume Tsuda, who, with Mrs. Wata- 
nabe, represented the Peeress school of 
Tokio. 
About fifteen years ago the Japanese 
government sent to America a number of 
oung girls from the most prominent fam- 


‘flies in Japan to be educated according to 


the methods of this country. Miss Ume 
Tsuda, being only seven Years of age, amd 
the younges! of three girls, was placed tn 
@ private famil) until she was old enough 
to gO to school with the rest. She was then 
entered at Bryn Mawr, where she took a 


‘gplendid stand, and on her return to Japan 


was made teacher of English at the Peeress 
schoo} at Tokio, founded by the empress 
and considered one of the finest institutions 
ef learning in the east. In an interview 
Miss Tsuda said: 

“My position in the Peeress school is the 
teathing of English and sctence. In addi- 
tion, I have enjoyed some experience in the 
Bigher normal school for womem, estab- 
Wiehed at Tokio, a preparatory institution 
fot the normal and high schools. 

‘T am especially interested in the higher 


educat‘on of our Women, and though the 
work has been slow compared with the 
progress in this country, the present out- 


look is mos: hopeful. The leading men now 
in power are all in favor of the better euu- 
cation of woman, and I confidently look 
for many changes for the better within the 
next few years.”

" He said that in Detroit he obtained some 
interesting figures in this connection. There 
meters were put in the schools and when 
disclosed the fact that one of the 
largest schools consumed almost 100,000 
gallons of water. Immediately after this 
the school was made to pay for the water 
used and the consumption was reduced to 
25,000 gallons. 

The revenue to be derived from the wa- 
ter department by the city this year will 
probably be greater than in a number of 
years. It was announced that the revenue 
so far was $67,169 and at this rate will 
reach something over $100,0%% 

The matter of erecting a foundry so the 
department can make its own valve cast- 
ing and valve boxes was brought to the 
attention of the board yesterday and refer- 
red to the superintendent to inquire into 
the cost. 

This question is one that has often been 
discussed by the board and it is believed 
that a great sum of money can be saved 
bv the establishment of such a foundry. 
A mumber of the members of'the board are 
strongly in favor of it. 

Superintendent Woodward recommended 
that a new dynamo be obtained for the wa- 
terworks. This matter was referred to the 
superintendent and the chairman of the 
board with power to act. The new dynamo 
is said to be badly needed and will proba- 
bly be obtianed. 

The board may make am effort to have 
wells in certain quarters of the city filled 
up. At a previous meeting the board 
passed a resolution forcing persons erect- 
ing houses to be rented out to put in 
drinking hydrants. This applied especially 
to where negroes live and where, previous- 
ly, water was used only for sanitary pur- 
poses. The matter of forcing people in 
these places to fill up their wells was dis- 
cussed Dut no action was taken.

BRINGS GOOD PRICES 


Prospects for Prosperous Year Are Ex- 
cellent, Say Dealers.

Regarding the present healthy condition 
of real estate Colonel A. J. West had the 
following to say yesterday: 

“Every indication points to a- remark- 
able year in real estate and I believe that, 
While there is no special boom at hand, 
the best prices in five years 
wil! be realized in the real 
estate transactions that will be made 
in the next twelve months. Within the past 
ten days our firm has disposed of about 
$26,000 worth of real estate, and the trans- 
actions have ai! peen for carh, a condition 
that catses me to believe that we are on 
the eve of the long promised prosperity 
that we heard so much about for some time 
past. 

“IT have always believed that there was 
an excellent future for Atlanta real estate, 


| and I have based that belief upon the fact 


that there is no indication of a real estate 
‘boom of any kind. When tie demand for 
property is steady and continuous then the 
prices realized will bé healthy, and that 
is the best sign of prosperity that I know 
of. 

“The war, instead of hurting real estate, 
has done it much good, in Atlanta at 
least, for it has caused the peuple to regain 


' confidence in the government and they are 


beginning to invest their money. Of the 
many people who have come to Atlanta to 
live within the year the majority seem to 
be those who want homes, and these are 
the ones who pay good prices. 

“Atlanta dirt is worth something today 
and the demand for it is growing steadily. 
It is a fact that the prices realized on real 
estate here wi:l compare favorably with 
the prices realized in any city In the coun- 
try and the desire to have property seems 
to have taken hold of the people. 

“AS a result vacant property is being im- 
proved, homes are being built all over the 
city and unless all indications fail this is 
going to be the best year for real estate 
that the city has known for a long time.” 

Other dealers seem to think that this will 
be an unusually prosperous year in real 
estate circles and say that improved city 
property will bring good prices. Many ad- 
mit that excellent sales have been made 
recently and the prospects for a continued

Mr. Samuel W. Goode has negotiated 
some large dea.s during the past month, 
aggregating somethi like $22,000, and he 
reports a better dema for all classes of 
city and outside property.
